FIFTH ASSEMBLY 
. OPENED. 


PROBLEM OF SECURITY 
. AND ARMAMENTS, 


The fifth Assembly of the League of 
Nations opened yesterday. M. Hymens, 


' the acting-President, reviewed the work 


accomplished by the League, which, he 
said, had taken definite shape. 

He congratulated the parties to the 
London Agreement which had been reached 
in a spirit of sincere desire to make a 
practical settlement. The reparations 
prohlem had been a barrier to tranquillity 
in Europe, but the Dawes plan promised 


to usher in a period of progress. 


Members of the League had undertaken 
io reduce their armaments to the lowest 
point consistent with safety, but there re- 
mained the problem of security. The 
world looked to the League for a solution 
of this problem.

NEW IMPETUS GIVEN TO PEACE 


IDEALS. 


GENEVA, Monday. 

In his Opening address to the fifth Assembly 
of the League of Nations to-day, M. Hymans, 
Belgium, the Acting President, in reviewing 
the work of the League since its foundation, 
quoted Lord Balfour, whose presence, he said, 
“ has for so long shed a lustre over their pro- 
ceedings.” cot Balfour had declared: ‘‘ We 
are at the beginning of a great experiment ; 
we are about to break new ground; we have 
nothing to guide us—no rules, no traditions.”’ 


In a few weeks, said M. Hymans, the League 


took definite shape. 

M. Hymans then reviewed the work accom- 
plished, including the establishment of the 
vermanent Court of International Justice. 
One of the most important and characteristic 
aspects of the League’s activities was their 
continuity. 

Dealing with the reduction of armaments, 
he pointed out that the members of the 
League had undertaken to reduce their 
national armaments to the lowest point con- 
sistent with national safety and the enforce- 
ment by national action of international 
obligations, 

M. Hymans alluded to the signing two days 
ago of the Londorf\agreements, which had 
heen freely accepted, and which it was huped 
would solve the grave and anxious problem of 
reparations. He added that the Assembly of 
the League was preoccupied two years ago by 
the preblem, which was regarded as an 
obstacle to the creation of public opinion in 
favour of peace and a. barrier to the re- 
establishment of economic and political tran- 
quillity’ in Europe. 

The agreements, he said, were the outcome 
of long and arduous negotiations, character- 
ised throughout by’a sincere desire to reach a 
practical and equitable settlement. He 
trusted that the agreements would be put into 
effect, and thus give the world the relief which 
it so urgently needed. They would mar® the 
beginning of a new era, a successor to the 
age—the Iron-cruel age—of trial, sacrifice 
and suffering. They would give hope and 
tranquillity and mark the dawn of that peace 
for which all the nations longed and usher in 
a period of quietude and progress. 

Dealing with the question of disarmament, 
M. Hymans recalled the profound impression 
produced two years ago, both in Committee 
and in the Assembly, by the agreement 
between M. de Jouvenel and Lord Robert 
Cecil—Viscount Cecil—upon the principles 
of the poliey of mutual guarantee. The London 
conference had settled the reparations ques- 
tion, but another very serious problem re- 
mained—namely, the problem of security. 
Europe could not live in a state of insecurity. 
but peace must be built upon a firm legal and 
political foundation. At this moment all 
eyes were turned towards the League of 
Nations in the hope that it would find a 
solution. 

AN. Hymans quoted Lord Grey and M. 
Poincaré, on the action of the League in the 
settlement of disputes, and referred to the 
speeches of M. Herriot and Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald in support of the League of 
Nations, while the presence of both the latter 
at Geneva bore witness to the growing im- 
portance of the League. 

M. Hymans concluded with an eloquent 
peroration, in which he said: “Let us advance 
with a firm step through the doubts and 
difficulties, on the path which leads to the 
ideal towards which we are striving, and to 
the heights where justice and peace sit 
enthroned.’’ Loud applause.)—(Press Associa- 
tion’s Special Correspondent.)

LAWS PROMULGATED 
IN GERMANY, 


PARIS, Monday. 

_The Reparations Commission at a plenary 
sitting this afternoon officially registered the 
promulgation of the German Dawes laws and 
the assumption of office of Mr. Owen D. 
Young as Agent-General for reparations pay- 
ments. This formal act raises the curtain on 
the entry into operations of the Dawes plan. 
Various stages were fixed for the establish- 
ment of German economic sovereignty dating 
from to-day. 

Mr. Owen D. Young will confer to-morrow 
with the Reparations Commission regarding 
arrangements to be made for the receiving of 
the first two instalments to be made by Ger- 
many. He will leave for Berlin on Wednes- 
day with Mr. Macfedyean, Commissioner of 
controlled revenue.—(Reuter.)

FINANCE MINISTER’S VIEWS. 


BERLIN, Monday. 

In a statement to the Press to-day on the 
International Loan to be made to Germany 
under the Dawes plan, Herr Luther, the 
Minister of Finance, said that he had no 
doubt that the loan would materialise as it 
would be better secured than any previous 
issue. He considered, however, that interest 
at 8 per cent., a figure which had been men- 
tioned, was extraordinarily high. The Minis- 
ter was hopeful of the effect which the loan 
would have on Germany's industrial life. If it 
was successful there would be a corresponding 
improvement in the Imperial Government's 
receipts from taxation. 

America, Herr Luther continued, need not 
fear German competition. It was impossible 
for Germany to achieve what she did before 
the war, as her sources of raw material had 
been diminished by the loss of Lorraine, her 
Colonies, valuable parts of East Prussia, and 
her Upper Silesian coal mines. To-day, the 
Minister added, Germany had paid her first 
advance instalment for the service of the loan 
—namely, 20,000,900 marks—into the account 
at the Reichsbank of the General Agent for 
Reparations. —(Reuter. ) .

GOVERNMENT PROPOSALS

It was 
also held that the railways, which had 
hitherto passed through an abnormal period, 
should work normal years before a stable 
basis is found to enable a calculation to be 
made of the proportion of railway contribu- 
tions to the general Exchequer. The Indian 
members, in particular, felt that the separa- 
tion might mean that the railways, on com- 
mercial grounds, might refuse to purchase 
stores in India, and to push Indianisation 
rapidly.— (Reuter. )

MADRID, Monday. 

The following official communiqué was 
issued here to-day :—‘‘ The situation is satis- 
factory in the Eastern zone in Morocco. In 
the Western zone attacks on positions, con- 
voys, ana patrols continue as violent and 
as bold as ever. 

“One of our columns was engaged in 
heavy fighting yesterday between the positions 
of Garciacoro and buturaca, with the 
object of repelling enemy attacks on com- 
munications in that sector. The effort will be 
renewed, and the column will be reinforced 
with 400 natives of Raisuli’s harka.”’ 

The communiqué goes on to emphasise the 
necessity of beating the enemy on every 
occasion that presents itself, without, how- 
ever, neglecting communications that are 
seriously menaced. “This,” says the 
communiqué, ‘‘requires the employment of 
great forces, and the Government has, 
accordingly, found it desirable to send to 
Morocco eight of the battalions held in 
readiness for that purpose.”

MUERREN CONFERENCE. 


PROTESTANT CHURCHES AND 


AN EVANGEL. 


MUERREN, Sunday. 

The Muerren Conference of the Protestant 
Churches of Europe was opened yesterday. It 
was attended by a anes gathering, including 
the Archbishop of Upsala, Primate of Sweden; 
the Bishops of inchester, Chelmsford, 
Peterborough, Plymouth, Edinburgh and 
Limerick; Dr. Scott Lidgett, Dr. Glover, 
Dr. Hutton, Bishop Ravasz, of Hungary, and 
other leading representatives of the Protestant 
Churches. 

The subject of the Conference is “ Our 
Common Evangel.” 

The inaugural address was delivered by the 
President, Bir Henry Lun, who took for his 
subject ‘‘The Need for an Evangel and an 
Apostolate.” One evangel, he said, required 
one apostolate, and it must be emphasised 
that no man ever founded an Order or led a 
religious movement who could not say, “I 
know whom I have believed.’’ It was their 
duty in this Conference to study the lives of 
the great saints and apostles and to extract 
from them the secret of their powers. The 
basis of apostleship of all the saints of the 
ages was summed up in the great Lutheran 
Quadrilateral, contained in the first chapter 
of the Acts of the Apostles—namely, the 
apostolic doctrine, the fellowship, the 
breaking of bread and the prayers. 

The Archbishop of Upsala addressed the 
Conference in the afternoon on the general 
problem of Christian Unity, with special 
reference to the Stockholm Conference of 1923. 
Christ’s rule, he urged, must be extended to 
national and international life, human con- 
ditions must be Christianised and baptised 
with the spirit of Christ, and the brotherhood 
of men must not only be confessed, but 
realised, in the selationdiins of society and of 
nations. The Stockholm Conference would 
consider the problems which oppressed and 
hampered our civilisation, and so doing 
would make for Church unity. e Confer- 
ence was intended to be a “ Copec ” for the 
whole of Christendom. Towards such an 
International Conference many years of 
Christian deliberation in France, Germany 
and the North had helped. The Conference 
would be composed of delegates appointed by 
the Christian communions of all lands.— 
(Reuter.)

INTERNATIONAL CONGRESS 
OPENED. 


GHENT, Monday. 

The eleventh International Co-operative 
Congress, under the auspices of the Belgian 
a Union, was held here this morn- 
ing. M. Goedhart (Holland), President of the 
International Co-operative Alliance is acting as 
President. The delegates comprise 500 repre- 
sentatives of all the countries of Europe, in- 
cluding Germany. Great Britain has the 
largest number of delegates—150—and France 
comes next with 60; Czecho-Slovakia has 36, 
and Germany and Russia have 30 each. 
Among the English delegates is Sir Thom 
Allen, and among the French M, Albert 
Thomas and Professor Charles Gide. 

At the eleventh hour the Ministries of 
Labour of the leading European countries 
were invited to send representatives. Some 
of them have already accepted, and the 
British Ministry of Labour is being repre- 
sented by Sir David Shackleton. 

Several speeches were made at the opening 
ceremony, notably by Mr. H. J. May, Secre- 
tary-General of the Industrial Co-operative 
Alliance, and M. Albert Thomas, Director ot 
the International Labour Bureau. 

M. Thomas, in his speech, made a com- 
parison between certain points in the pro- 
gramme of his Bureau and that of the 
Alliance for the sake of demonstrating the 
desirability of the two organisations drawing 
ever closer together.—(Reuter.) 

In opening the Congress, M. Goedhart 
made a speech which concluded with an appeal 
to all peoples and all nations to bring aboat 
a world extension of co-operative institutions. 

In the course of his address, Mr. May 
announced that there would be a special meet- 
ing:in Rome for the purpose of creating a 
great international co-operative bank with A 
view to fighting high finance, with its anti- 
co-operative tendencies. 

Among other speeches was one by M. 
Mertens, on behalf of the International Federa- 
tion of Trades Unions of Amsterdam. He 
dwelt on the necessity of securing a complete 
understanding between the Alliance, which 
was politically neutral, and Socialist co-opera- 
tive institutions. 

Among the Governments which have sent 
representatives of their Labour Ministries, in 
addition to Great Britain, are France, Czecho- 
Slovakia, Poland, and the Irish Free State.

DEBATE AT LABOUR 
CONGRESS. 


THE DAWES REPORT 
DENOUNCED. 


From yesterday 's discussion at the British 
Trade Union Congress in Hull, it is 
evident that the Labour Government 
will have considerable difficulty in 
convincing some of its warmest sup- 
porters that its foreign policy deserves 
support. 

The Dawes Report was denounced by Mr. 
Marchbank, of the National Union oi 
Railwaymen, as something which

secured the best result that he could 
in the circumstances. 


OPENING SESSION, 


PRESIDENT ON LABOUR’S AIM. 


Exceptional interest attaches to this year’s 
Trade Union Congress, which opened yester- 
day at the City Hall,.Hull. Just over 700 
délegates attended, representing an increased 
membership of 4,328,000. 

Mr. A. A. Purcell, M.P., presided. On 
the platform, in addition to members of the 
General Council, were Mr Henry: Gosling, 
Minister of Transport, and Miss Margaret 
Bondfield, Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Ministry of Labour. Mr. J. R. Clynes, M.P., 
is expected later. Four fraternal delegates 
from Russia, representing the All-Russian 
Council of Trade Unions, are on their way 
to Hull They are travelling part of the way 
from Moscow by air, and are due at the 
Congress to-day. This is the first time since 
the establishment of the Soviet that Russians 
have been present at the British Trade Union 
Congress, and their speeches on Wednesday 
or Thursday are being anticipated with lively 
interest. Fraternal delegates from the Tragle 
Union International, Amsterdam; the Inter- 
national Labour Office, and from America and 
Canada are already present. 

There was a preliminary skirmish yesterday 
while the General Council’s report was under 
discussion on reparations and the Dawes 
scheme, which pointed at a later stage to 
criticism of the policy of the Labour Govern- 
ment, and vet eA lively scenes. The 
Miners’ Federation, which intends to raise the 
issue, has had a telegram from the French 
miners, protesting against the Dawes scheme. 


PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 


An official welcome was accorded the 
delegates by the Lord Mayor and Sheriff, 
after which the Chairman delivered his 
presidential address. He said that faults 
could be found with the work of the Labour 
Ministers, but they could leave the task-of 
fault-finding to those of the anti-Labour 
frame of mind. “‘ Our task is to capturé every 
legislative and administrative position, leaving 
what we do not want and have no use for to 
other parties.” 

Referring to the position of German 
workers, the President said that British 
trade unionism ought to insist that if repara- 
tions and indemnities had to be paid under 
the Dawes report, they should be paid with- 
out injury to the. recipient. The burden 
should fall upon the exploiter and the 
“ profiteer.’"” He commended the Treaty with 
Ruégsia. It would do much for Russia, and 
it would also help Britain. He warned the 
Congress that it was well within the bounds 
of political possibilities that the opposition 
to the Treaty might decide the fate :of the 
Government. 

Mr. Marchbank (National Union of Rail- 
waymen) said that he hoped an opportunity 
would be given for discussing the. Dawes 
report, which, he declared, was designed for 
the benefit of international capitalism and 
the downfall of the working class movement 
in ‘general. 


RIGHT TO CRITICISE. 


Mr. H. Pollitt (Boilermakers), moving the. 
deletion of the following sentence from the 
General Council’s report—*‘ It is not our func- 
tion in this report to enlarge upon the legis- 
lation which has been introduced by the 
Labour Government’’—said that the Con- 
gress, representing the interests of millions 


of workers, was vitally concerned in every 


question the Labour Government tackled. It 
was impossible to separate politics from trade 
unionism, and they ought to have a control- 
ling voice in the Labour Government and 
its policy. If they accepted that paragraph 
it meant that they had no right to speak of 
such matters as the Dawes report, which 
vitally affected every interest represented 
at the Congress. 

The Congress had the right to criticise 
every single legislative act of the Labour 
Government, and they would be traitors to 
the cause they represented if they did not 
emphatically repudiate the threat to introduce 
the Emergncy Powers Act in trade union 
isputes, or dissociate themselves from the 
Dawes report, or take up a definite attitude 
towards the greatest problem of all—that of 
the coming. war which the present policy of 
the Labour Government, associated as it was 
with the Dawes report, was making inevit- 
able in the near future. 

Mr. J. Jagger (Distributive Workers) 
seconded. He said that they had the right 
to criticise the Labour Government. on its 
administration of the Trades Boards Act, 
which had made it impossible to get decent ' 
conditions in many industries. 


AN ALLEGED LIE. 


Mr. W. J. Brown (Civil Service Clerical 
Association) said that there were things done 
by the Labour Government which the Con- 
gress ought to condemn, notably the adop- 
tion of the Dawes report, which was based 
upon something which had been condemned:

BIG CHANGES ATi 
STANLEY STREET. %&

The Commissioners of the County Borough 
of Dublin have decided to retain the Stanley 
street Municipal Workshop, but to restrict 
the scope of its operations and to reduce 
the number of men employed on the 
managerial staff. * i 

The report, of the Commissioners, which is 
signed by Mr. P. J. Hernon, states that the 
control of the shop was the subject of careful 
consideration, with special regard to the find- 
ings of Mr. N. O’Dwyer, Local Government 
Inspector, who expressed the opinion that the 
workshop should at once cease to operate as 
a manufacturing centre, but favoured its con- 
shop, provided that its 
methods were altered and the extent of its 

& i 


activities reduced. 


After a visit by Mr. Hernon, the Town 
Clerk, and. Mr. Thunder, Chief Clerk, to 
several English municipal workshops, the 
Commissioners have decided to retain the 
Stanley street institution for the execution 
of such repairs as can with advantage be 
carried out by direct labour. They are also 
of opinion that orders for new works not 
exceeding the value of £30 may, in certain 
cases, be placed with the re after 
estimates ve been submitted by the 
manager. . 

The present staff employed at Stanley 
street, inclusive of the managerial staff, is 
150. Of this number it-is proposed to retain 
fifty-one, transfer fifteen, and dispense with 
the services of eighty-four, or of as many as 
cannot be usefully absorbed in other depart- 
ments. The maintenance staff of fifteen will 
be transferred from the Housing Department 
to the workshop. 

The reduction of the managerial staff from 
fourteen to seven will effect an annual saving 
of £1,341 5s. 6d., in addition to £1,900 in 
respect of clothing, etc.

NEW BELGIAN LOAN

ARRANGED IN UNITED STATES. 


BRUSSELS, Monday. 

The Belgian Government has just concluded 
arrangements for a loan of 30,000,000 dollars 
in the United States at 65 per cent. interest, 
and redeemable in twenty-five years. 

The Government states that the loan will 
be utilised for withdrawing the issue of 
Treasury bonds which was made in the United 
States in 1920, and falls due on January Ist, 
1925. The proceeds of the issue were mainly 
devoted to the purchase of American locomo- 
tives in consequence of the destruction and 
wearing out of Belgian engines during the 
war. 

A syndicate, headed by Messrs. J. P. 
Morgan, announce that they are offering gold 
bonds of the Belgian Government to the value 
of 30,000,000 dollars. The period is twenty- 
five years, the interest 6} per cent., and the 
issue price 94. The loan will be used to re- 
deem the issue of 27,000,000 dollars Belgian 
Treasury bonds made in the United States in 
1920, and falling due on January Ist, 1925.

The resolution of the Indian Government on 
Lord Olivier’s despatch, age aey Mr. Justice 
McCardie’s summing up in the O’Dwyer-Nair 
case, was issued this evening.

THE PROSPECTS.

The Times, in a leading article upon the 
op:ning yesterday of the fifth Assembly of the 
League of Nations, observes:—A year ago, 
it will be remembered, the moral authority 
of the League, which is the source of its in- 
fluence in the present and the foundation of 
the larger hopes entertained for its future, 
was seriously threatened by the controversy 
between Italy and Greece, and the occupa- 
tion and bombardment of Corfu. No danger 
striking so directly at its vital principles 
hangs over it to-day, and while many im- 
rtant subjects will demand the exercise of 
its sagacity, and the condition of the most 
anxious of European problems has markedly 
improved, the Leagae and its best friends 
have grounds for some uneasiness as to the 
course of its present deliberations. 

The extravagant oratory with which the 
Leazue was exalted at its birth and before its 
birth has misled many of the lesser States 
and the masses in some of the larger States 
as to its real authority. It has even misled, 
or. seemed to mislead, some of the most 
eminent of the delegates at former sessions. 
It is to be hoped in the interest of the League 
itself and of the principles for which it stands 
that no illusions on this head will be enter- 
tained in the present session. The League, 
it seems, feels constrained to apply itself to 
the vast political problems of security and 
disarmament, instead of confining ite labours 
to the less ambitious subjects of a practical 
and administrative order for which it has 
shown itself to be eminently fitted. Some- 
thing may be done at Geneva to make re- 
course to the permanent Court of. Interna- 
tional Justice or to arbitration more general 
than it has been hitherto, but prospects for 
the institution of effective sanctions in sup- 
pest of the decisions of the League, whether 
y way of moral outlawry of offending States | 
cr by more material measures, do not seem | 
promising.

LORD CAVE'S VIEW. 

Lord Cave, in the course of a letter to 
The Times, writes :—The time, is approach- 
ing when Parliament will be asked‘ t6 ton- 
firm the previsional agreement entered int 
between the Prime Minister and President 
Cosgrave on August 4, 1924, and it is desir 
able that the effect of that agreement should 
be fully realised. If the agreement is con- 
firmed, a Commission of three members—t 
appointed by the British Government and 
one by the Government of the Irish Free 
State—will be empowered to determine tHe 
boundaries between Northern Ireland and the 
rest of Ireland; tha 
territory from Northern Ireland to the Free 
State without the consent of the Parliament 
of Northern Ireland. 

I believe that legislation of that character 
would be unconstitutional. The enactment i: 
the Colonial Boundaries Act, 1895, that “the 
consent oí a self-governing colony shall 
be required for the alteration of: the 
boundaries thereof,”’ does not in terms apply 
to Northern Ireland, which is not a “ colony” 
within the meaning of -that Act, but the 
principle does not depend on any enactment. 
Tt was laid down 150 years ago !y Lord 
Mansfield, then Chief Justice .oí the King’s 
Bench, that a grant. of a representative con- 
stitution cannot be recalled, and that rule is 
as much infringed by withdrawing from a 
State to which such a constitution has been 
granted a part of its territory as by attempt- 
inv to repeal the grant. Would any respon- 
sible Minister venture to ask Parliament to 
transfer an area—however small from New- 
foundland to Canada, or from New Zealand 
to Australia, or even from Victoria to New 
South Wales without the consent of the 
Dominion or State affected by the change? 
And why should’ the loyal State 
of Northern -Ireland be put in a 
different position? Mr. Lloyd George 
had the principle well in mind when 
he wrote to Mr. de Valera on July 20, 1921, 
that any settlement arrived at ‘‘ must allow 
for full recognition of the existing powers and 
privileges of the Parliament and Government 
of Northern Ireland, which cannot: be 
abrogated except by their own consent ’’; and 
so had Sir James Craig when, on December 
4, 1921—before the ‘‘agreement for a 
Treaty ” had been ratified—he wrote to Mr. 


cedent in the history of the British Empire 
for taking any territory from an established 
Government without its sanction.’’

s The conclusion, adds Lord Cave, is that the 
problem can only be solved with the con- 
currence both of the. Free State and 
Northern Ireland. Sir James Craig has 
repeatedly expressed his willingness to enter 
into negotiations with the Severnment of the 
Free State for the purpose of fixing an agreed 
frontier, but hitherto without obtaining any 
response. If—as an alternative—it were made 
clear either by the insertion of a clause in 
the pending bills or in some other way, that 
the powers of the Commssion are confined to 
settling a convenient boundary without any 
substantial transfer of territory from either 
State to thé other—a view which has time 
after time been expressed by British Ministers 
responsible for the Treaty, but which has not 
been accepted by the Irish signatories—I do 
not doubt that the Government of Northern 
would appoint a Commissioner. But failing 
any such solution, I think that Parliament 
should hesitate long before entering upon the 
new and perilous course of attempting to wrest 
from a loyal self-governing State, part of the 
British Empire, a portion of the territory 
over which its jurisdiction extends.

The Times, in its City Notes column, 
states :—~The principal exchanges yesterday 
again showed a reactionary tendency, due, 
probably, to profit-taking following the sign- 
ing of the London Agreement. Naturally, 
there is much speculation in business circles 
as to the terms of the £40,000,000 loan which 
Germany proposes to raise, but statements as 
to the terms and the amounts which will be 
allotted to the different monetary centres may 
be regarded as premature. No time will be 
lost in arranging for the loan to be floated at 
the earliest suitable moment, but the market 
here would scarcely be ready fer an operation 
of such magnitude and importance until next 
month. : 

As an effort in  -European __re- 
construction, the ' Gegman loan far 
transcends in importance’ al other 
issues of a similar character, and on that 
account, al ne is attracting much more general 
attention than either the Austrian or the 
Hungarian loan. For political reasons it 
might have been necessary tó have promised 
an international guarantee to the loan in 
order to ensure the success: of the London 
Conference, but an agreement having been 
reached without such being necessary it would 
be very undesirable for the*interested Powers 
now to guarantee the loan. The security 
itself is obviously ample. Germany has 
virtually no debt other than reparations, and 
the loan will represent a first charge on 
German assets equal to only 15s. per head of 
the population. . The security for the loan 
will, therefore, be quite exceptional.

There was much alarm in Canton on Fri- 
day when Sun-Yat-Sen threatened to sup- 
press the merchants’ strike by force. The 
threat was construed as meaning the bom- 
bardment of the western suburb, near Sha- 
meen, including the volunteers’ headquarters. 
An outbreak of fire, ascribed to incendiaries, 
which destroyed twelve shops, increased the 
alarm. Efforts at mediation were hastened, 
and a settlement was arranged on Saturday, 
by which the merchants agreed to give 
£50,000 to the Government, and to re- 
organise the Volunteers under Government 
supervision. 

The Government agreed to pardon the 
Commandant of the Volunteers, Chan-Lim- 
Pak, upon the condition that he should affirm 
allegiance to the Government, and promise 
also to return the seized arms and to remove 
alien troops from the city. It was then dis- 
closed that the Government had executed a 
prominent Volunteer leader, whereupon the 
merchants repudiated the settlement. The 
situation is again grave.—(Z'imes telegram.)

£4,000 SEIZED BY 
MASKED MEN.

A sum of £4,300 was taken from Mr. J. J. 
Ennis, Manager of the Northern Bank at Car- 
rick-on-Shannon, by three armed robbers yes- 
terday morning. . 

Mr. Ennis left the bank at 
Shannon for. the sub-office in 
Leitrim, taking the pone a, aig ich was in 
notes and silver, in a cash-box. He drove in 
a motor car, and was accompanied only by 
the driver, a man named Cole. The largest 
fair in the year was being held in Leitrim, 
and the money was intended for the payment 
of cattle-dealers’ «heques. 

At Cartown Wood, about a mile outside 
Carrick-on-Shannon, Mr. Ennis observed some 
men on the road ahead, and remarked to the 
driver that he hoped they were not in for 
something. Soon afterwards three men, two 
of whom were armed with rifles and the 
third with a revolver, were seen standing on 
the road, and one of them ordered the car 
to halt. 

Next the driver was directed to take the 
car up & side road, where it was partly dis- 
mantied. Mr. Ennis and the driver were 
compelled to keep their hands up while the 
raiders seized the cash-box, broke it open, 
and took out the money. Before leaving one 
of them remarked that they were safe from 
pursuit, as the wires of the car had been cut. 

Shortly before Mr. Ennis was stop the 
representative of the Munster and inster 
Bank at Carrick-on-Shannon came along, but 
was not molested, and while the robbery 
was actually taking place on the side road 
the representative of the Provincial B 
drove by, but apparently. was not recognised 
by the robbers. 

A ear the property of Mr. Doyle, of Drum- 
cong, which was bringing the Rev. Anthony 
McGaver, P.P., to the railway station at 
Carrick-on-Shannon was ordered to go back, 
and it is said that shots were fired over it. 

Owing to the disturbed state of the country 
some years ago, the managers of the banks 
abandoned the practice of attending important 
fairs in the county with Jarge sums of money, 
but at the request of traders in Leitrim they 
recently decided to re-open the branch offices 
on fair and market days. 

The military were withdrawn from Carrick- 
on-Shannon some time ago. During the 
troubled period a strong force was maintained 
there. 

There seems to be little hope that the 
missing notes will be traced, as it is said 
that the numbers bad not been checked. 

The Civic Gusrds were notified of the 
robbery, and strong parties set out, in pursuit 
of the robbers, bat up to yesterday evening 
no arrests had been made.

LURGAN GAS WORKS.

INCREASED CHARGES 
SUGGESTED. 


At the monthly meeting of the Lurgan 
Urban Council yesterday, Mr. John 8. 
Carrick, J.P. (Chairman), presiding, the 
Town Clerk (Mr. J. W. Pollock) r-ad the 
minutes of the Gas Committee, which stated 
that the auditor’s report for the year ended 
the 3lst March, 1924, showed that after 
allowing for stock in hands at the end of 
the year, together with outstanding accounts 
due by and to the Council, a deficiency of 
£3,530 7s. 74d. remained. The net profit 
from the previous year’s working was £2,084 
12s. 7d.; taking the sum of £2, 15s. 11d., 
surplus from the previous year’s working, the 
sum of £1,500 lls. 84d. remained to be 
made good out of the Urban District rate 
within the period of twelve months. Sundry 
stock-holders to the amount of £19,238 1s. 
Id. had been repaid during the period under 
review out of moneys borrowed from the 
Ministry of Finance, the effect of which 
had been to establish a substantial saving in 
the interest payable. The gross revenue 
from the sale of gas was £15,578 16s. 8d. 
and the total amount of gas sold for the 
year was 64,562,900 cubic feet. The net 
average price received for gas throughout the 
year was 4s. 10.6d. per 1, feet, which cost 
6s. 1d. per 1,000 oe feet to produce. - 

It is clear, the report states, that the loss 
of income from the sale of residuals was the 
main cause of the increase in the net work- 
ing cost. Therefore, a greater make of gas 
per ton of coal carbonised and consequent 
saving in coal cost was the only method of 
counteracting it. 

The continuance of the sale of gas at 
4s. 6d. per 1,000 cubic feet would mean 
that a saving of £4,762 must be effected in 
the present expenditure. From the figures 
shown the prospect of a surplu’ at the close 
of the current year appeared very gremote if 
the price of gas remained as at present, and 
the inevitable result of supplying gas at an 
uneconomic price was to create a charge on 
the rates in respect of a trade undertaking 
which should be self-supporting. 

The Committee having carefully considered 
the report, and having had a detailed ex- 
planation from the manager, as well as an 
estimate of the receipts and expenditure for 
the year, were reluctantly compelled io re- 
commend that the price of gas be increased 
from the Ist October, 1924, from 4s. 6d. to 
Ss. 6d. per 1,000 cubic feet for ordinary con- 
sumers. and for power purposés from 4s. 6d. 
to 5s. 6d., less ten per cent. 

The Chairman remarked that it was a 
most unsatisfactory report, and he thought 
that it required a good deal of explanation. 

The Clerk was directed to supply a copy 
of the auditor's report to each member of 
the Council, and it was decided to adjourn 
the question of the suggested increase in the 
price of gas to the mid-monthly meeting.

CHARGE AGAINST MEATH

SACRAMENTO, CALIFORNIA, 
Monday. 
A mysterious river of mud, boulders and 


.ashes, extending in width from a few hundred 


yards to half a mile, and in some places from 
15 feet to 20 feet deep, is flowing from the 
mouth of Mud Creek canyon, eight miles 
above McCloud, Siskyou County, on the slope 
of Mount Shasta, into the McCloud River, 
according . to . despatches received here. 
Boulders, some of them many tons in weight, 
are being carried towards the river in the 


thick stream, the like of which has never 


been seen before in the McCloud section, and 
the origin of which is a mystery. ‘ 
Old residents and geographical étudents 
attribute the phenoménon to the action of a 
glacier on the McCloud slope, which is 
situated near the peak of an extinct volcano, 
and which has been exposed to the sun. They 
are convinced that a part of the glacier has 
broken loose, slipped down the slope of the 
mountain, and is now melting rapidly.

THE IRISH “HOUSING (BUILDING 


FACILITIES) ACT, 1924.” 

TO THE EDITOR OF THY. IRISH TIMES. 
Sirn,—Of all the ‘‘ public utility” Acts 
passed by Dail and Senate, none fails more 
tragically to fulfil its pretentions than the 
Housing Act. : 

The Act allocates £250,000 to 
to builders of three, 
houses, and empowers local authorities to 
make equal unit grants. The houses, as in- 
dicated by their size, are for working-class 
tenants whe cannot afford to pay cash down. 

The Dublin Commissioners took: up the 
subject, by the Town Clerk’s notice issued on 
4th instant. The casual observer now, 

erhaps, imagines that everything is in order 
or raising a full crop of houses in red and 
blue tiles from the seed sown by the hands of 
the Oireachtas. ‘The Town Clerk’s notice, 
translated and read into the Act, comes to 
this :'— 

The Commissioners will devote their 
“housing grant’’ to the development of a 
city district for the ‘reception of house- 
building schemes—that is to say, they will 
construct footpaths, kerbs, drains, culverts, 
bridges, manholes, ventilators, mains, 
hydrants, roads, water stations, etc. Should 
aes be any money left over after discharging 
this catalogue of works (blessed be those who 
expect nothing!) it will be paid to the 
builders of housés within the area, in propor- 
tion to the grants rate scheduled to the Act. 
Furthermore, as. required by the .Act, a 
“fine,” equal in. gross value to the scheduled 
house grant, will > inflicted upon each house 
erected at the builder’s risk and expense in 
the shape of a-reduction in the maximum sale 
price and in the rent—a moiety on each. 

The puzzie in all this is to find the “ help 
to actual house-building. The Corporation 
is not to blame for charging up: the develop- 
ment cost for. which the Act provides. It is 
a big figure to throw upon the rates—the cost 
of equipping a IR of a ea, containing three 
or four thousand houses; but why not say 
so and call it its proper name? 

Turning to the State s “heip.”” A schedule 
is attached to the Act, giving, among. other 
things, the maximum sale price and maximum 
rent for: each class of house. ‘Sale price’ 
is usually regarded as “‘ cost-plus-a-little-bit.”’ 
In this case it is ‘‘ cost-minus-a-big-bit,’” and 
this “big bit” does not even include the 
cost of the site! Then, again, at best the 
State “ grant ” merely blots out the Corpora- 
tion’s “' fine,” leaving the builder sans grant, 
but tied up by restrictions and limitations 
én the property created by his own money!

A BAD IMPRESSION. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—I am compelled to draw attention to 
the conditions that prevail at Sir John 
Rogerson’s quay on the arrival of the Isle 
of Man steamers. 

On Friday afternoon, from th» s.s. King 
Orry, when manceuvring for berthage, we 
could see outside the Customs enclosure ‘a 
d-~se crowd of men, boys, and even children, 
mixed up in most hopeless confusion with 
outside cars, cabs. and motor cars, waiting, 
apparently, to give the travellers a safe 
conduct once they passed through the barrier. 

The Customs examination took compara- 
tively little time, as the officers: were 
expeditious and very considerate. 

Vhen, however, passengers began to move 
from the enclosure, they had Leoaggaes to 
fight their way through this big crowd of 
would-be porters, shouting and pushing to 
carry your bag or get a fare. 

Such a state of affairs left many wondering 
what kind of impression visitors to Dublin 
for the first time would have. 

The arrangements, or rather the absence 
of any arrangements, for ine convenience of 
passengers arriving here do not reflect credit 
on ‘those responsible for them. 

After the experience of Douglas, where 
everything is carried out dacently and in 
order, with probably ‘three times the number 
to be looked after, it seems extraordinary 
that Dublin cannot improve on the tantalising 
scenes occurring here. 

One policeman was all that could be, seen 
to grapple with the situation, but he was 
helpless to ‘‘ disentangle every knot,”’ as the 
crowd only laughed at him. . 

I earnestly hope that those in authority 
will take the matter up and see that pas- 
seng:rs8 are unmolested when they leave the 
Customs enclosure in future. 

The existing conditions are simply a dis-

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EGYPT AND THE 


SUDAN. 
ZAGHLUL TO ABANDON 
NEGOTIATIONS, 


ALEXANDRIA, Sunday. 

From «quarters in close contact with 
Egyptian official circles, I learn that Zaghlul 
Pasha has telegraphed to the Cabinet that he 
proposed, owing to recent events, to renounce 
the contemplated conversations with Mr. 
Macdonald. In tha same quarters there is 
some speculation as to whether, and when, if 
he has no meeting with Mr. Macdonald, 
Zaghlul Pasha will return to Egypt. Opinion 
in Peypt seems to be divided as to the 
possibility of a settlement. In many quarters 
it is felt that recent events have rendered 4 
settlement difficult, and that the propitious 
moment has gone. At the same lme it, is 
rémarkable that the Egyptians are by no 
means convinced chat the British Government 
means what it has said in regard to the 
Sudan. Indeed, there is a firm belief that 
there is still a possibility of the satisfaction 
of Egyptian demands. 

Endeavours to drive home to the E yptians 
that sent'ment on the subject of the in ia 


Government's actions and declarations aré 
full backed up by public opinion, are met 
with the invariable retort. that the British 
Government made just as categorical and 
more numerous eclarations, that Great 
Britain would never abandon or withdraw 
control of Egypt, and yet, as the result of the 
persistence of the Egyptians, Great. Britain 
has given Egypt far more than her own 
leaders ever expected. 

The Eavptian Minister in London has tele- 
graphed to the Egyptian Government the tr-t 
of the Note he received on August 29 from 
the British Government, in answer to the 
Egyptian Government’s reply to the previous 
British Note. The British Government: refers 
fo. and confirms, the views it expressed in 
its nrevious Notes concerning events in the 
Suda, especially as to the origin and causes 
of the troubles.

LONDON, Monday. . 

The British Empire Exhibition will be open 
for another eight weeks, during which time 
it will be proved whether it is a financial suc- 
cess or whether the original estimates as to 
the receipts was placed at too high a level. 
The Exhibition has already shown itself a 
remarkabje success in many directions. 
Various industries of*the home country and 
the Dominions have reaped substantial 
benefit from it, and visitors from all parts 
of the Empire have been shown the most 
interesting side of the’ countries represented. 
The Pageant of Empire conclu ed on Satur- 
day, and its place has been taken by the 
greatest torchlhight tattoo ever arranged. The 
reduction in the price of admission from 1s. 
6d. to ls. after 5 o'clock may make a con- 
sidorable difference in the attendance. 

Conflicting statements have been published 
during the past few days” with regard to 
next year, but no decision on this point may 
Some of the 
larger Dominions have decided against a 
further .. ‘ticipation under the present terms, 
but the smaller Colonies are so well. satis- 
fied that there is every reason to believe 
that they would extend their exhibits if 
the opportunity for doing so presented itself. 
Home manufacturers, who have good reason 
to congratulate themselves on their decision 
to take part in the Exhibition, are in an 
overwhelming majority, and it is. learned 
that applications for space, should the 
Exhibitior be opened next year, are already 
received. Wembley has fulfilled the main 
purpose !t was intended to achieve, and the 
final result, viewed in the cold light -of 
figures, may not prove so unsatisfactory, as 
has béen stated. 

Now that the Exhibition has run two-thirds 
of its course, there has been some stock- 
taking by the exhibitors as to the results 
obtained, and surprisingly few 
have come to light. In most cases the re- 
sults have come up to expectations, while in 
not a few instances the highest estimates 
have been. exceeded, 

NORTHERN IRELAND PAVILION. 

Northern Ireland should have no reason to 
regret the decision to maintain an Ulster. 
Pavilion. Since the opening day interest has 
been well sustained. On Saturday, for. in- 
stance, thousands of people passed through 
the Pavilion, and by the afternoon over a 
hundred had been sufficiently interested to 
sien the visitors’ hook. 

The Duke of Abercorn -has taken a keen 
interest in the exhibits from Northern Ire- 
land, and has made several visits to the 
Pavilion. Among the inquiries received dur- 
ing the past few days was one from 
an Overseas Dominion, involving half 
a million yaids of linen. Many of the im- 
quiries come from markets with which business 
has not hitherto been done. This especially 
applies to ropework, for which valuable new 
markets are being found. The large model of 
Belfast Port and Harbour, placed at the corner 
of the section, has proved a most attractive 
exhibit, It gave rise to an amusing incident a 
few days ago, when one of the ‘visitors ex- 
plained to his friends that it was a model of 
Cape Town, and that he had immediately 
recognised it by the Table Mountain shown in 
the distance. 

Shortly afterwards a youthful school teacher 
was heard describing the exhibits to the 
children accompanying her, to whom she im- 
parted the information that the ornamental 
shrubs with which the section is adorned were 
‘linen trees.” This occurrence is vouched for 
by the officials of the pavilion, as is also the 
incident i? which a Frenchman is concerned. 
He entered the pavilion and inquired for the 
palmist. .On being inférmed that there was 
no palmist, he demanded to know why the 
red hand was. displaved over the doorway 
leading to the Ulster Pavilion. 

A BUSY BUREAU. 

The heart of the “Trade Within. the 
Empire '” Movement is in the British Govern- 
ment Pavilion... It is centred at the Inquiry 
Bureau of the Denartment of Overseas Trade. 
Here hundreds of applications for trade in- 
formation have been dealt with, and there is 
no doubt that real business has accrued or 
will accrue. Numerous inquiries relating to 
manufactures have been dealt. with since the 
opening of the Exhibition. In addition, the 
Department, through its overseas officers, has 
assisted scores of foreign business men to 
secure touch with home manufacturers and 
Dominion and Colonial suppliers of raw 
materials. i 

Nor is the Department of Overseas Trade 
the only department doing more than merely 
exhibiting in the Government Pavilion. The 
Overseas Settlement Committee is doing 
yeoman work in helping to populate British 
Dominions overseas. And revenue, too. is 
being produced in the Government. Pavilion. 
The Admiralty Theatre, for instance, has, 
up to date. a paid attendance of approximately 
210,000. In the same way the Royal Mint. 
although not actually employed in striking 
coins of the realm, has been “making money. 
Over 50,000 of the souvenir medals and repro- 
ductions of the King Alfred penny have been 
sold already. The Stationery Office. through 
ifs stand in the Government Pavilion. has 
disposed of many Government publications. 
The Ministry of Agriculture exhibits and 
demonstrations have created wide interest in 
United Kingdom and Dominion farming 
circles, and there is little doubt that the 
lessons learnt will be beneficial. 

_ GOLD COAST SATISFIED. 

Wembley has taught the Gold Coast the 
value of advertisement. One of the results of 
the display at the Empire Exhibition js that 
a great ‘British syndicate, with a capital of 
four million sterling, is negotiating for the 
establishment on the Gold Coast of great 
banana producing areas. At the moment the 
Gold Coast is responsible for more than half 
of the world’s total supply of cocoa, and 
there is a possibility that it will soon become 
an orange producing country. too. ie 
interest taken in the affairs of the Gold Coast. 
by visitors to Wembley has been enormous,’ 
said an official. ‘‘ Teachers have studied our 
country and its possibilities, business men 
from all over Europe have made trade. in. 
quiries, and we have done more to male 
known the resources ud potentialities of the 
Gold Coast in six months through Wembley 
than we could have done in ten years by any 
other means. We have been able to show 
poops that the Gold Coast. is not the ‘White 

fan’s Grave, as it is popularly ‘supposed to 
be. In modern circumstances, to live there 
Is perfectly healthy, and the opportunities 
for commercial development are certainly 
great. We are very happy with our achieve- 
ments through Wembley, and although there 
is nothing official to be said on the point. I 
feel sure that our own section of the Exhibi- 
tion would be glad to have another year.” — 

COPPER AND BRASS. 

On one stand in the Palace of Engineering 
there is an example of everything that has 
ever been made out of brass and copper, from 
wire that is thinner than a strand of hair, to 
a great copper pan, which is eight feet across 
the throat. The collection also includes 
conper tiles for houses, brass buttons, and 
badges for soldiers’ uniforms, and domestic 
utensils of all descriptions. The exhibit is 
that of the non-ferrous metal trades, and 
consists of examples of the output of eighty 
works, the total capital of which is 
£15,000,000. 

Wide variety characterises the exhibits.

CONDITION OF INJURED. 


Of +h» five victims of the accident who are 
in hospital three are reported to be comfort- 
able and pr-tressing favourably. Two are 
in a critical condition—a married woman 
named Tibbetts, and a girl named Mary Har- 
vey. The former was,burnt about the hands, 
face and body, and the latter about the legs, 
back and: hands. 

William Fautham, who was burnt about 
the legs, arms and body, is much better Hé 
was checrful and able to converse yesterday 
morning. He has a vivid recollection’ of 
the last few moments in the ill-fated ‘bus. 
“1 was sitting in a roar seat near the spare 
tin of petrol,’ he said. ‘‘I heard the driver 
shout for the “spare tin to be passed up to 
him. The tin was passed along, and sceon 
after there was a sheet of flame, and the 'bus 
became a blazing furna-e.”’ 


POLICEMAN’S STORY. 


A graphic story was told yesterday by Police 
Constable Southall, who saw the omnibus 
burst into flames. He was on duty~ near the 
Cock and Bear Hotel when the car came along. 
“ Tt was all over in a few minutes, he said. 
““-I suddenly saw a great sheet of flame, and 
rushing up found the ’bus a blazing furnace. 
Inside the car was a solid wall of flame, and 
the heat was intense. 

‘*It was impossible to see properly what 
was happening in the ’bus, owing to the rag- 
ing fire. It was impossible for the people 
to see outside. ere were piteous cries, and 
the panic-striken people rushed to the back 
of the vehicle. The people, I think, were 
too terrified to think of the emergency exit 
at the rear. All seemed to be wedged at the 
back, trying to escape the flames. 

“A frantic face appeared at a window. I 
smashed the glass at the back, and, with the 
help of four other men, we dragged two people 
through. No sooner did we get them out 
than others rushed towards the window, but 
they became so tightly jammed together that 
we could do nothing for them. We then 
smashed open the emergency door at the rear, 
and pulled four more people out. It was too 
hot to get very near, and as we dragged the 
people through their clothes fell away in 
blazing bits. 

“‘ Another side 


woman appeared at a 


window, and we pulled her out. We rescued. 


seven altogether. I tried hard to get at 
another woman. I put my hand through the 
broken window and grasped her arm, and 


when I pulled a third time her flesh: and’ 


clothing came away. In about three minutes 
the cries died down, the rest of the occupants 
beine suffocated by the heat and the fumes. 

“When the flames were subdued somebody 
shouted that there were five others still in the 
‘bus. I could hardly believe it, but on look- 
ing into the car I saw three people in a 
crouching position at the rear—one man and 
two women. I could not see the other two 
at first, but on searching about I saw a young 
girl and a child lying prone on the floor and 
the other persons’ feet. Apparently they had 
heen trampled down. The girl had her legs 
hroken, and the child's head was smashed. 
It was a terrible spectacle. When the bus 
was tipped over we recovered the charred re- 
mains. The car blazed up at 10.20 np.m., and 
at 10.29 it was a charred wreck.” ~

A GRANT OF £150,000.

Mars, having been in opposition to the Sun 
on August 23rd, is now slightly less bright 
than he was at that time. He is still the 
ee planet next to Venus, and a won- 
derful object ih a telescope of sufficient 
er. Jet me repeat the warning given in 
last month’s Notes against, the torrent of ‘bal- 
derdash—I can call it no less—which has 
been pouring: from the daily-Press about this 
planet. It is not too much to say that no 
person whose opinion is of any value believes 
for one moment i: the nosaibility of signal- 
ling to Mars, by wireless, or any other known | 
means. As T mentioned last month, it is 
pretty well demonstrated that wireless signals 
cannot pass out of our atmosphere. But 
there is another and even more fata! wbjec- 
tion, or, rather, obstacle. In all tle Earth 
there is not enough horse-power to send a 
signal to Mars, even if such signal could 
pass out of the atmosphere. et us fe- 
collect that no electrical generator ever con- 
structed is capable of developing anything 
like the voltage contained in an ordinary 
flash of lightning. - And the ether waves sent 
out by the said flash can be heard in a. re- 
c-iving ‘set no more than a few thousand 
miles off at most. What. chance is there 
then of any earthly power station producing 
waves strong enough to reach the Moon; let 
alone Mars? Quite 90 per cent. of the 
‘‘ information ’’ recently supplied by the 


daily papers under the heading of Ma:s ‘has, 
been pure ‘* piffle,’’ if my readers will excuse 


the vulgarism.- It is the ‘only phrase I’ can 
think of which is adequate to. describe the 
stuff. Ev n the often repéated assertion that 
Mars was nearer the Earth on August ‘22nd 
last than he has been for 100 years is not 
correct, © According to the figures in the 
Nautical Almana: he was nearer in 1894, an 
considerably nearer in 1877. i 
Mars is quite interesting enough without 
inventing sénsational ‘‘ canards ' about him. 
Land and water, cloud, and polar snows, 
a>> easily seen on his surface at the times 
when he approaches us within anything from 
thirty-five to seventy million miles. Changes 
of tone and colour, such as might be due to 
seasonal changes of vegetation, are to be 
seen by persevering observers. I say that 
these might ke due to vegetation. We have 
no right to say that they. are due thereto. 
Much harm h.s been done by hasty con- 
clusions from uncertain glimpses of details 
almost beyond the powers of the telescope or 
the observer’s eyes. This is particularly the 
case with what may 
popular feature of Mars, the so-called 
‘‘canals.”” There is an increasing tendency 
in astronomical circles to regard these as a 
myth: to be classed with the planet. Vulcan, 
and the Satellite of Venus. Both of these 
were vouched for by some of . tHe: most 
eminent authorities of the day. Cassini, 
Short, Montaigne, Horrebow, and other 
eminent astronomers of the seventeenth and 
eighteenth centuries thought they saw. the 
satellite of Venus; some of them even when 
taking spécial precautions to exclude the pos- 
sibility of illusion. Leverrier, the atest 
astronomer of his day, was convinced of the 
reality of the planet Vulcan. Yet, both 
of these objects are now known to have been 
illusions. It is, therefore, no disrespect to 
observers of the eminence of Schiaparelli and 
Lowell to suggest that their Martian canals 
have no more reality than the mythical Vul- 
can and the satellite of Venus. . It is, indeed, 
not quite fair ‘to Schiaparelli to identify his 
name with ‘‘ canals,’’ He stated that he 
observed ‘markings on Mars, which he de- 
scribed in his own native Italian as ‘‘Canali.’’ 
But the word “ canali ” in Italian does not 
mean. canals. It. means channels—that is to 
say, such stretches of water as the English 
Channel, the Red Sea, or the Adriatic; long 
narrow seas or inlets, but natural features 
with no posite suggestion of. artificial 
origin. Channels, in sense, is just the 
right word to describe one of the most strik- 
ing features of the geography of Mars. For, 
whereas the long narrow inlet or inland sea 
is unusual in the water system of the Earth, 
is is extremely common on Mars, and many 
examples occur much longer and narrower 
than any on our planet. The Red Sea is 
the nearest approach on Earth to a Martian 
channel. But no one would think of cailing 
the Red Sea a “canal,” or of suggesting 
that it might have an artificial origin, In- 
cidentally, many of the Martian. channeis 
have forked ends like the Red Sea.. The 
satellite of Venus vanished when telescopes 
were improved, and the progressive increase, 
both in telescopic power and perfectior, is 
haying. the same effect: on the canals o: 
Mars. The largest and best telesecopes ao 
The -present writer hes 
watched Mars closely during every. opposition 
for the past quarter of a century, and. has. had 
the use of some of the most powerful and per- 
feét. telescopes in Europe for the purpose, and 
has never seen a canal—that is to say, any- 
thing resembling the hard, sharp, straight 
lines which it has been fashionable to decorate 
Mars with. Channels—yes, in plenty. But 
canals—no. The late Professor Lowell did 
much service to science in photographing Mars 
(a most difficult task). and he ‘claimed that 
canals were visible on his photos. I have seen 
many. of his photographs, but never could see 
on them any hard, straight lines; but many 
of the long inlets (the “‘canali” of the Italian 
observer) were quite easily to be seen. Yet 
such is the difficulty of getting out of the 
ublic head an idea which once has been 
hemly lodged there, I expect to find, for many 
years to come, that to most people the name 
of Mars suggests canals, as a tiger suggests 
stripes or a cow horns, and they will net be 
satisfied with a view of the planet without 
them. 

Mars now rises before sunset, at 7 p.m. at 
the beginning of September and at 4.40 p.m. 
at the end of the month. 

Jupiter sets early in the evening, soon after 
8 p.m. at the end of the month, and should 
be observed, if at all, in the twilight as soon 
as he can be located. 

Saturn is practically out of the observer's 
reach, setting soon after the Sun. 

Uranus is in the same region of the sky as 
Mars, rising a little more than an hour after 
the Red Planet, and being situated 14. degrees 
further North. He is ih,a very blank region 
of the heavens, near no bright stars. .

The Full Moon on the 13th is ‘technically 
the ‘‘ Harvest Moon,” being the nearest Full 
Moon to the Autumn Equinox.

If 
she had been in her “ ascend-nodé”’ at the 
time of full (crossing the ecliptic from South 
to North), she would have been 5 degrees 
above the ecliptic when at her furthest North, 
or near last quarter in the present month.

Samson, K.C., in the Board of Trade inquiry 
into the loss of the steamship Nunnin 
(Captain G. Benson, South Shields), which 
disappeared in April last when outward 
bound from Swansea with coal for France. 
She carried fourteen hands, She was never 
heard ‘of after she-leít port. 

The Court, in their judgment, found that 
when the vessel left Swansea on April 11, 
1924, as regards the hull and equipment she 
was in good and seaworthy condition, save in 
so far as a centre line suction from number 2 


ebruary, 1923. She was properly supplied 
with boats, life-saving appliances and distress 
signals. The vessel was provided with ade- 
quate means for quickly freeing the deck of 
anv water shipped thereon. 

The vesse] was not in proportion, in that 
she was about twenty tons short of a ful! 
cargo in number 2 hold, and an additional 
ten tons was put in number 1 hold in excess 
of what should have been so loaded, the result 
being: to. put the ship down by the head. By 
reason of the total weights carried in the 
vessel being in excess of the total dead-weight 
permitted by. the loadline, she had not the 
freeboard required for a summer voyage. 

As there were no survivors, the actual cause 
of the disappearance’ of the vessel was a 
matter of conjecture, but the Court was of 
opinion that. in view of the somewhat heavy 
weather in the Bristol Channel on April 11 to 
12, the cargo in number 2 hold shifted, and 
that, by reason of the vessel’s not being in 
proportion, béing overloaded and of insuffi- 
cient stability. she capsized and foundered 
during the early morning of April 12, 1£24. 


VELVET STRAND ROAD. 


AN OBSCURE NOTICE TO 
MOTOR DRIVERS.

BELFAST CHAMBER’S 
PROTEST.

At a meeting of the Executive Committee 
of the Belfast and District Chamber of Trade 


in the Carlton yesterday—Mr. W.'J. Marshall, 


J.P. (President), in the chair—the following 
resolution was unanimously adopted on the 
motion. of the Président, seconded by Mr. J. F. 
Cleaver :— 

“The Belfast and District Chamber of 
Trade desires to join in the emphatic protests 
of the mercantile community against the in- 
creases in the cross-Channel freight charges, 


which will affect no body of traders more ad- |. 


versely than those engaged in the distributing 
end. Although the increases, broadly speak- 
ing, work out at 2s. a ton, yet in the case of 
small parcels in actuality the new rates will 
represent an advance of between 3s. and 4s., 
a serious increase, which must inevitably re- 
flect itself upon the already high cost of liv- 
ing. The ingreases, which cannot but strike 
the trading community as arbitrary, virtually 
rob Belfast and Ulster shopkeepers of the 
benefits of the reductions in their dues and 
rates.”’ 

Mr. Cleaver, in seconding. the motion, said 
that at present, when they were all anxious 
to get costs down, it was most inopportune 
that the steamship companies should have seen 
their way to make the increases. The rates 
were from 50 to 140 per cent. above pre-war 
rates as it was, and Al cé they considered that 
the English railway rates were only 50 per 
cent. above pre-war, it certainly seemed ex- 
cessive that the steamship companies should 
not only maintain a 140 per cent. increase. 
but put another increase on top of it. It 
was going to be a great handicap to Belfast, 
because any firm shipping from Great Britain 
to foreign ports would not be subject to the 
advance, whereas they in Belfast were. They 
were only getting back to the vicious circle 
where increase .was piled on increase. Then 
they got inflation with all its evils, to be 
followed by a sudden demand for deflation, 
when -everything they had became worth only 
half what was paid for it. They had had far 
too much of that. They wanted to reach more 
normal times, and the action of the steamship 
companies, who he understood were making 
money as it was, Was a poor contribution to 
the restoration of such a period. (Hear, hear.) 

A letter was read from Lady Pirrie, acknow- 
ledging the Chamber’s resolution of condolence 
on the occasion of Lord Pirrie’s death.

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MOTOR DRIVING FITNESS. 


NEED FOR STRICTER 
CONTROL OF LICENCES. 


The suggestion. that legislation providing 
for the medical examination of motor licence 
holders may be introduced in a forthcomin 
bill in the House of Commons has sor 
considerable interest. While such 
mendations are regarded as impracticable, ii 
some quarters it is generally felt that a 
stricter supervision in the granting of 
drivers’ licences is necessary. 

‘he Departr- ental Committee of the British 
Ministry of ‘Transport, on whose recom- 
mendations the proposed bill may be framed, 
have on record cases of persons who were 
blind, deaf, and who suffered from fits: ob- 
taining licences. 

So far the recommendations of the Depart- 
mental Committee are confined on this point 
to the suggestion that a declaration as to 

hysical fitness should be made on the ap- 
plication form. Many motoring M.P.’s and 
others interested in the question are of 
opinion that some other form of safeguard 
is necessary. 

The difficulties in the way of medical 
examination are the fact that supervision 
would have to be exercised over the million 
and a half drivers. at , present holding 
licences, whose numbers, it is estimated, are 
increasing by 30 per cent. yearly. . 

Objection would also be raised to a strict 
interpretation of such legislation by the 
numerous disabled ex-Service men who drive 
cars and motor cycles, Many of these, who 
pride themselves on their careful driving, 
would undoubtedly fail to pass a severe fit- 
ness test, but their claims to efficiency in 
driving could not be ignored.
